The curtain rises on Victoria Fair next week with a 
concert in the MacLaurin Building to start two full 
months of music, theatre and visual arts. 

Four concerts will be presented before July 11 when 
Hamlet opens for the first of 17 performances between 
then and its closing night August 27. Playing in 
repertory with Hamlet , are The Merchant of Venice 
and Tartuffe . The Merchant of Venice opens July 14 
and will be staged 16 times before its closing 
night — and the final night of Victoria Fair — 

August 30. 

Tartuffe joins the Fair August 5 for eight perfor¬ 
mances, ending August 25. Cast of the Moliere 
comedy will have a few changes from that appearing 
earlier this year, notably John Krich who will 
remain here after the festival as a member of the 
theatre department faculty. 

Teaching an acting course, as well as playing Hamlet, 
is Christopher Newton, director of Theatre Calgary 
and winner of the Tyrone Guthrie award. All three 
aspects of the festival will include workshops and 
lectures in addition to public presentation. 

Music continues through the festival with most of 
the 14 concerts in the MacLaurin Building. Two 
recitals will be held in St. John’s Anglican Church 
on Quadra Street. Special feature of the Fair are 
recitals on the 19th-century chamber organ, dis¬ 
covered about a year ago in the attic of the Maltwood 
Museum and renovated by Hugo Spilker under a Koerner 
Foundation grant. 

Music and theatre will be combined in Centennial 
Square where musicians from The Merchant of Venice 
will play recorder music before each performance of 
that play. Leader is DR. WILLIAM GOEDE (English) 
who has just returned from Germany where he visited 
many famous recorder manufacturing houses. 

Art exhibitions will be on display at the Art Gallery 
of Greater Victoria throughout the period of Victoria 
Fair . 

Tickets for all musical events can be obtained from 
MRS. JEAN SHANNON (fine arts) in the MacLaurin 
Building and tickets and reservations for the plays 
are available from the McPherson Playhouse box-office.

A series of free public lectures will be presented 
under the auspices of the Summer Session, July 9 to 
August 13.

Drysdale, coordinating editor of W. J. Gage Ltd., 
the man responsible for the preparation of the 
Dictionary of Canadian English series; and 
Dr. Bernard Rose of Magdelen College, Oxford, where 
he is organist and lecturer. 

More than 100 representatives of labour, industry, 
business, and education from all over Canada gathered 
on campus last week for a symposium on The Role of 
the University in Contemporary Society. Visiting 
speakers included David Anderson, M.P.; Dr. Eugene 
Forsey of Carleton University; Stuart Keate, publisher 
of the Vancouver Sun ; and Dr. Norman MacKenzie, 
former president of the University of British Columbia.
